London, Deo. 20 — Tho government In- 
quiry into the railway disaster noar Choi- 
ford opened to day with ProfesBor Bryoe, 
president of tho Board of Trade, in attend- 
ance. Station Master Hyde, who superviiod 
the handling of the freight oars at the 
switch where the aooident occurred, testi- 
fied that he was Bhuntiog a freight train 
juat before tho Cholford express was duo to 
pass the aidotraok. Tho last car got do- 
taohod while ho was near the front of the 
train. He aaw it move Bwif tly towards tho 
main line but could not reach 
He waved his red lantern vigor- 
ously to atop the express, but 
without effect. Tho engineer in tho second 
locomotive said ho saw tho red lantern, but 
it waa too late to reduce tho speed, aB tho 
train was running fifty nilleB an hour. Tho 
urst locomotive oaught the froight car, ho 
said, carried it a little distance and then 
toppled over on its side. Tho witnessea say 
the looomotive left tho traok but remained 
upright. The first looomotive formod a 
atopblook to tho train. Tho engineer and 
fireman of tho first looomotive woro toosiok 
to attend tho inquiry and it was adjourned 
to await their recovery. 

IT. B. Itccrptlon In Home. 

Rome, Deo, 26. — Ambassador Wayne 
MaoVeagh's official reception, which had 
boon deferred until the King's return to 
Rome, was hold at. 10 o'clock this evening. 
All the diplomatistB, high government and 
court ofiioials and oanineb ministers wore 
present. The Queen's master of ceremoniea 
presented the ladies to Mra. MaoVosgb.

20 — An Imperial 
decree has been issued to make known the 
appointment of Count Sohouvaloff, formerly 
ambassador in Bjrlin, to succeed General 
Gourko in Warsaw. 

Ex-King of Naplen Dying. 

Vienna, Deo. 26 — The Neue FreiePreBae 
says that Franci II, the last king of Naples, 
is dying at Aroo, He reoeived extreme 
unction. 

Murdered for Money. 

Vienna, Deo. 26.— A land owner named 
Pomperl, his son, ten years old, and a maid- 
servant, wero murdered last evening in 
Ober-hollarbrunn, lower Austria, while 
they wore trimming a Christmas tree. Tho 
murderer stole 15,000 florins and escaped. 
The police have no olue to his identity or 
whereabouts.

London, Deo. 26 — Tho Daily Nowb' cor- 
respondent in Romo Bays : " The Ponn has 
nominated a oommtttoe to examine tho 
quoa'iion of prioats riding bioyoloa, and the 
hygienio and moral aspeots of tho praotico. 
A section of Iho bishops oppose bioycling 
beoauao the ridera aro unable to wear their 
olorlcal gowns. 

Berlin Brewery Boycott. 

Berlin, Doo. 26. — Tho long oontinuod 
boycott of certain broworloa, established by 
tho sooiallats becauBO of tho discharge of a 
number of tho browory employon, has boon 
ended. Rlohard Rooeioko, manager of the

Rome, Deo. 26. — Deputy Cavalotti, the 
Radical leader, has written to his con- 
stituents a letter abusing Premier Crispi 
most virulently. The premier of any other 
oountry would have resigned, hs says, after 
auch an exposure as tho Giolitti document) 
mado. Tho prorogation is described as an 
Insult to the nation. Cavalotti especially 
denounooa tho ministry's invocation of the 
king, whom ho aayB Crispl abuses privately 
and flaitera publicly. M. Haroourt, tho 
local correspondent of Lo Matin, of Paris, 
hire has boen ordered to leavo the city, 
probably on account of bis despatches con- 
cerning tho present crisis. 



LORD RANDOLPH C1IDRCIIILL. 

His Cuso Absolutely Hopeless-He Hay Llueer 
a Month ; But That Is Uncertain. 

London, Deo. 27. — At S o'olook last ovon- 
ing a bulletin announced that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill waa weaker. Another con- 
sultation of physicians was held at mid- 
ight. Tho patient's condition alternates 
between coma and partial consciousness. 
Many mombera of the royal families hero 
and on tho continent havo requested that 
bulletins bo sent to them. Hundreds of 
telt grama of inquiryond aympathy havo been 
received- from Great Britain and France. 

The bulletic at midnight says that Lord 
Randolphs condition wa9 unchanged. 

Doctor Keith, one of Lord Randolph's 
physicians, said last night : "His weak- 
ness inoreasea slowly and the oaae is abso- 
lutely hopeless. A aad featuro of his Illneaa 
Is that evory effort in behalf of the patient 
merely prolonga such egony as he is now 
able to feel, The end is merely a matter of 
time. He may linger a month, but this is 
highly improbable. 

ARMENIAN REFUGEES 

Fleeinc From Turkish Oppression— Forced to 
Embrace IaliimiBm-The Investigation. 

London, Dec. 26 —The Daily News cor- 
respondent in OdeaBa Bays that numerous 
Armenian refngeoa frem Moosh and Blanlk 
are arriving at Sarakamyeh. They are on 
their way to Etohmiadztn. All are in a 
wretohed oondition. The correspondent 
says that several conspicuous Armenians In 
Mooah have been forced to embrace Islamiam 
to savo their lives and property and the 
honor of their wives and daughters. 

Constantinople, Deo. 26.— The Sultan 
has made a final reply to the application of 
United States Minister Terrell for permis- 
sion to have Consul Jewetc make an inde- 
pendent inquiry into the Armenian troubles. 
The Sultan declined to allow the consul to 
accompany the commission. Chefik Boy, 
judge of the court of cassation, and Djel- 
aleddin Bey, of the appeals, members of the 
oommlsaion appointed to investigate the 
Armenian troubles, left Constantinople yes- 
terday for Erzeroum. With them went the 
French delegate, M. Vilbert. 

PAPAL TREASURES. 

Hil Holiness Receives the Exhibits at the 
World's Fair. 

Rome, Dec. 26. — Tho Pope received the 
officers of tho cruiser Detroit at the Vatican 
thifl morning. Tho officers present were 
Commander Newell, one lieutenant and Bix 
junior grade lieutenants. Commander 
Newell in a brief address thanked hia Holi- 
ness for granting an audionoe to himself and 
his fellow officera. No American visiting 
Europe, he Bald, thought his vieit oompleto 
unless ho had seen his Holiness the Pupe, 
Tho Pope replied, Baying ho waa always par 
tioular to receivo the citizens of the ro 
public. The Pope aleo preffered thanks to 
tho Amorican government and to the presi- 
dent of tho republic and expressed sffeotion 
for and admiration of tho pooplo of the 
United States, for whom ho wished happi 
noes aDd prosperity. Ho then pronounced 
tho bonodlotion upon the officera and their 
familiea. After their audienco with the 
Pope tho officers were entertained at 
lunoheon, Among thoao pretent were Am 
basaador MoVeagh, tho foreign conaula and 
tho leading Amerioan citizens of Rome. 

A DIPLOMAT'S DILEMMA- 

Nubar I'aslm In Ills Flight From a Hull Sub- 
tains Serious Injuries. 

Cairo, Deo. 20.— Nubar Pa«ha, president 
of tho Council of Mlnlatera was choaed by a 
bull on hia farm ot Choubrah, two days ago. 
in his flight he fell down an embankmont 
and lnjurod his baok so severely that hia 
doctora Bay ho must roclino in a chair or on a 
couoh for two montha. Hia family urge him 
to resign hit office and tako a long reat.

KINGSTON, Deo. 26 — William Bradden, 
aged 18, ecgineor in Baillie'a broom faotory, 
while akating with other young mon on 
Anglis bay broko through and drowned, 
Two othors woro reaouod barely in time.

It 18 understood Commander Wakeham's 
report fully establishes Canada's contention 
that the seizure was made in Canadian ter- 
ritory between Point Pelee and Kelly's 
island, The owners of nets, however, 
lalm that the nets were seized in an entire- 
ly different plaoe from that sworn to by the 
Canadian officers. 



NEWFOUDLAND'S BANKS- 

Outline of the Report of the Committee of 
the Legislature on Existing 
Conditions. 

St. John's, Nfid., Deo. 26.— The reporb 
of the legislative committee on the condi- 
tion of the suspended banks is not yet ready 
for submission to th« legislature owing prin- 
cipally to the difficulty experienced in 
eliciting any Information from the officials 
of the Commercial bank, The report, how- 
ever, ia promised for to-morrow for certain. 
A general idea of the reporb of the com- 
mittee leaked out to-day, and lb is 
stated that ib will recommend bhe endorse- 
ment of the Union bank's notes at the rabo 
of 85 cents on tho dollar, the notes nob bo be 
redeemable within two years. The reporb 
will also recommond the payment of 30 
cents on the dollar for all notes of the Com- 
mercial bank, payment not to be made, bow- 
over, until a full call haa been made upon 
the'ahareholdora of tho bank. An export 
representing the syndicate of Engliah banks, 
arrived here yestorday on tho stoomer 
" Ulunda." The oteamer alao brought a 
stock of specio to be used in the general 
trade.

APPEAL TO THE POWERS. 

American Armenians in National Convention 
at Worcester Call for European 
Intervention. 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 26 —In the 
church of Our Savior, a national convention 
of tho Armenians in America was held yes- 
terday and amid the wildcat enthusiasm, it 
was reaolvod to appoal to the powors of 
Europe and to the United StateB govern- 
ment, to compel the Porto to grant Armen- 
ian autonomy and freedom and to make 
amends for the horrible butchery of human 
beings in that country. A committee of fivo 
was appoiutod to proparo a rough draft of a 
seb of resolutions representing the Unitod 
Armenian churches of America to thrs Euro- 
pean powers and tho government of the 
United States. The roaolutions will be in 
the nature of a determined and indignant 
protest against tho atrocities and barbarous 
murder by the Turks and Kurds in Armenia, 
and appealing to tho powers and the United 
Statea to put forth their atrong arma and 
lift bloeding Armenia from tho position of 
prostration under the iron heel of Moslem 
Turkey to hor proper placo among the na- 
tions of the earth, 



INDIAN NATIONAL CONGRESS. 

Tho Situation nnd Destinies of India Com- 
pared With Those of Ireland. 

Calcutta, Dec. 26 —The Indian Nations'. 
CongreBB opened in MadraB to-day. Alfred 
Webb, M.P. for Woat Waterford, was 
elected president. Ho compared tho situa- 
tion and deatinioa of India with those of 
Ireland. He oommonded the Indian gov* 
ernmont, bub criticised sharply the conn- 
try's extravagant military establishment as 
entirely beyond tho limits of its wealth.

KOOTENAY. 

(From tho Kootonay Mall ) 
Mr. J. B. Wilson, a Kaslo merchant, who 
aent 4 oz. 3 «r. of local gold to the San 
Francisco mint a short timo ago, hos juatre- 
ceivod returns. The gold went .3874 ti°e, 
with 153i silver. The gross value of the 
metal was $68.20 and net value $06 95. 
This places tho purchase value of Kaslo gold 
at about §17 an ounce. Most Big Band gold 
is worth §18 50 an ounco in San Francisco. 

The following notification waB telegraphed 
from the C. P.R. goneral office, Vancouver, 
on Thursday to all papers in Kootonay : 
" Instructions have just been received by 
theC.P.R. officials to takeover the Nakusp 
& Slocan railway at once." This 
praotically insures tho operation of 
the road thlB winter, and also that 
communication will bo kopt up with 
Revolatoke. The Bleigh road from Wig- 
wam — the present torminus of the Arrow 
lako branch — to tho head of the Arrow lake 
is now being vigorously pushed, and will be 
in readiness for traffio by Christmas. It is 
expected that the steamers will be able to 
run through to Wigwam for a month to 
come. 

A reward of §200 has been offered for the 
recovory of the bodios of Andrew Whalon 
and Ed.

Ho is very anxiouB to reoovor hie brotlior's 
body and give it proper burial, bub had to 
leave for homo on Thursday.

HUT'S REPUDIATION. 

He Thinks the B. C. Healers Aro Not Entitled 
to Much or the Proposed $125,000. 

Washington, Deo. 24.— Secretary Groa- 
ham's communication to congress relative to 
paying $425,000 for Bohring sea Beizuree 
purposes la occasioning muoh diaous- 
aion among those who have been 
giving attention to tho subjoot. Rpp- 
rosouUtivo Hitt, who introduced the 
resolution calling for tho information, is 
not yot aatisfiod that the United States 
should pay tho lump sum of §-125,000 for 
the seizures, as ho says the positive *vi- 
doocs already adduced ahows it to be exces- 
sively large. Mr. Hitt points out that tho 
amount foots up to $439, 000, which ia a little 
moro than the amount of tho proposed com- 
promise Of thi«$439,000,Mr.Hittsays$357,- 
000 is for "probablo oarninga," "estimated 
catch," etc. Thab is, the ships claim largo 
damago for what they might havo earnod 
had they not been seized, so that their claim 
ii for prospective or remote damagoe, and 
only a portion for damages actually sus- 
tained. Mr. Hitt aaya this thoory of pros- 
pective damages waa expressly ropudiatod 
before tho famoua awards connniBslon. It ia 
also shown, ho aays, that of tho eighteen 
ships claiming damages ton were 
American ships. Some of thoao wore 
flying tho British flag merely for the 
sake of avoiding detection. Mr. Hitt 
urgeB that it is not right for Great liritain 
to collect allogod damages to American 
Bhips. The chims of thoao American ships 
aro included in tho cottlomont of $425,000, 
although tho Unitod States should deal with 
its own ships in its own way, and not 
through Great Britain as an intormodiary. 
After deducting tho §357,000 for "probable 
earnings," and further deducting the claims 
of tho ton American ahipB, Mr, Hitt holds 
that thoro ia vory little left of tho original 
claim, and that §425,000 is far in excess of 
whatib ought to bo.

When the police committee met this 
morniDg there were present, among othera, 
Police Inspectors Williams and MoAhere. 
The proceedings were opened with the read- 
ing by counsel for the committee of lettera 
written by Commissioner Sheehan to Capt. 
Schmitberger aaking him to favor certain 
individuals. They were all written in a 
manner whioh indicated tho beat of rela- 
tione botweon Sheehan and Schmitberger. 
Policeman Chalvey then took the atand. 
He oonfesaed to making collootiona for police 
proteotion and turning them over to cortain 
captains. He also gave the namoa of othera 
ongaged in tho collection of protection 
money for the police captains. A son of tho 
Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, who was a specta- 
tor, had his purse lifted while liatening to 
the testimony.

HASTY CRITICISMS. 

Is it not a little too soon to pa:s judg- 
ment on the new Dominion Government? 
We see that there are many, be 
fore the new ministers havo had 
the opportunity to show what they 
are able to do, who doolare that their admin 
istration must be a failure. These critics 
pass the memberB of Mr. Bowell's Govorn 
ment in review before their readers, and 
favor tho publio with their estimate of the 
powers, administrative and moral, of each'of 
them. The judgment is, of oourse, unfavor 
able. Their objeob evidontly is to prejudice 
tbt, people against the ministry, and 
to lead them to believe that nothing 
good can bo expected of them. This dis 
paraging estimate of untried men is ungen- 
erous and we believe it will prove to be 
unwise. It is exceedingly hard to prediot 
how a man of good ability will act in a new 
position. The chances are that be will 
ahow that ho is endowod with talents and 
abilities that no one, not even his most in- 
timate friends, gave him the credit of pos- 
sessing. The oduoative power of circum- 
stances is wonderful, It is therefore a very 
risky thing indeed to say that this man or 
that man who has shown himself to be 
capable whon in ono position, will be a fail- 
ure when placed in another and very differ- 
ent one. 

It would surprise and no doubt disappoint 
a great many of Mr. Bowell's critics if he 
proved to bo a most Buacossful Prime Min- 
ister. He is without doubt a man of more 
than ordinary ability, and ho is prudent and 
judicious. Ho possesses a strong senso of 
duty and ho is intensely and intelligently 
patriotic. Ho is a man in whom his coun- 
try and hia party can implicitly confide. Ho 
will do nothing but what he conscientiously 
bolieveB is for the best. He is not a 
man to bo swayed by Bolfish, much 
less by Binistor, motives. Those are 
the qualities whioh a safe guide 
muBt possosa. A much more brilliant man 
wanting somo of them would not mako so 
ialiable a loador. Ho is, too, a man of 
strong conviotions and ono who cannot 
easily be persuaded to ohanga hia mind. 
His experionco as a statesman qualifies him 
to bo tho Nestor of hia party. Ho is nob a 
man to make mistakes or to ropent to- 
morrow of what ho boob fit to do to-day, 

The Hon. Mr. Foster is a man of great in- 
tellectual foroe, und he has proved 
that ho oan roadily adapt himself 
to circumstances. Ho was taken 
from private life, and with vorj 
little training placed at tho head of an im- 
portant department, and ho has adminis- 
tered it from tho very first with romarkablo 
ability. There will most likoly bo in tho 
new administration a greater soopo for his 
talents and it is oortain that ho will bo quite 
equal to any new dutieB ho will havo to por- 
form and any now responsibilities ho will 
havo to bear. 

Sir Charles HIbbort Tuppor is still a very 
young man for tho position ho has 
been oallod upon to oooupy. He, 
too, has shown that ho poaaossei 
powers of mind of more than 
ordinary strength. Besides being oapablo, 
ho Is energotio aDd industrious, and 
ho ia devoted hoart and soul to tho public 



THB " WORLD " IN ERROR. 

In preferring the claims of British Colum- 
bia to representation in the Cabinet of tho 
Dominion wo aro so very fortUDato as to win 
tho approval of tho Vaucouvor World. 
Fearing, we suppoao, that Ub commendation 
would make us too oonoeited, the World 
qualifies its praiao by a few words of ad- 
monition. It says: "One word to tho 
Colonist. If it wore not such a subserviont 
follower of tho poworB that bo at Ottawa, 
if it Btruck out independently 
somotimos, if it felt itself called 
upon occasionally to denounce mal- 
administration and corruption and all forms 
of political wiokodnoaa, ita voice would bo 
more potent iu urging that the Province be 
given rights deniod it in tho paBt." 

Wo ought to bo groatly obliged to our 
oontemporary for its little lecture. If wo 
did not know that it would not £pr tho 
world wilfully misrepresent a contemporary 
we would Buapeot that it accused us of sins 
and short-coinings of which it knew 
we were not guilty. But as it 
ia well known to bo alwoya truthful, frank 
and falrminded, wo will charira.b'.y aBeumo 
that it has not boen a careful reader of tho 
Colonist. All who do road it attentively 
and intelligently know that the Colonist 
has stood up for British Columbia's rights, 
and that no mere party consideration has 
prevented it" pretesting vigorously and ro- 
peatedly whenever it had reason to bolieve 
that this Provinoe was negleoted or 
unfairly treated. The Colonist has often 
fought British Columbia's battle alone as 
against the Dominion Government. When, 
for instance, the oanners and the fishermen 
wore, in our opinion, treated with harshness, 
and when their business was interfered 
with, as we thought, unnecessarily and vex. 
atiously, the Colonist was not backward in 
exposing tho wrong and demanding redress. 
We wore often surprised at the silence and 
the apathy of some of our contemporaries 
on this subject. It was, in fact, only 
tho other day that we were sharply taken 
tn task by tho Westminster Columbian for 
expoBing and oommenting upon an egregious 
blunder of the Department of Marino and 
Fisheries, The Colonist has, with no 
help that wo can think of just now, com 
plained of the way in whioh the coast and 
harbors of the Provinco are buoyed and 
lighted, or rather of the absence of buoys 
and lights whoro in the intereBtsof the ship- 
ping of tho Coast they are absolutely needed. 

The Colonist has time and again directed 
publio attention to the defectiveness of the 
charts of the coast of the Province, and 
pleaded for a hydrographic survey mere or 
less complete. Then the Colonist has 
taken the part of the Provinoe in the mat- 
ter of the railway belt and urged that a set- 
tlement of that important question be ar- 
rived at without further delay. Wo have 
advocated the remission of the 
duty on mining machinery and 
were not slow in romonstrating 
when we found that the conoessiou vouch- 
safed was more in name than In reality. 

The Colonist waB, if we do not mistake, 
the firBt to Buggoat that tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment should take upon itself part of tho 
exponso of protecting the Fraser River val- 
ley against damage by fl >ods. The Colonist 
was, we believe, tho firat, too, to direct tho 
attention of tho publio to tho very largo 
amount which British Columbia is compelled 
to contribute to the Dominion rovenuo in 
proportion to its population' whon compared 
with the contributions por capita of the otha? 
Provinces, aud to demand that somo com- 
pensation should be mado to its inhabitants, 

With respect to tho olaims of Victoria to 
consideration from tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, tho Colonist in preferring 
tbem did not wait to consider 
whether more party onds would 
bo served or frustrated by tho coureo it took 
—or rather wo believed that it waa in th6 
true interest of the Conservative party to 
recognize ovory just olaim preferred by tho 
citizens of Victoria. But we cannot oxpoot 
our Vancouvor contomporary to ugreo with 
us in this. However, tho World will per 
hops recollect that wo have not been the 
" subaorviont followor " that it represents us 
to bo. It will of courso publish a retraction 
in its noxt issuo und apologizs for the in- 
justloo whioh it has no doubt inadvertently 
done tho Colonist 



of modern warfare and its soldiers have 
learned to use with skill the {weapons with 
wbloh they have been supplied. Not only 
Is the Japanese army well equipped in a 
modern sense, but the Boldiers ore well 
drilled and have learned to perform 
their duties in a soldierly manner. It 
has beon said that tho Japanese 
regimonts oompare favorab'y with regi- 
ments of any European army. Tho men aro 
amenable to discipline, and they fight well. 
The army orgauizitiou, too, it is said, is 
oompieto and elf etive in all its parts. 
Thoro oan bo no doubt that both tho soldiers 
and tho sailora of Japan have given a good 
acaoi'.ut of themselves in tho war with 
China, But it appears to us that tho Jap- 
anese muat ahow that they aro ablo to 
do Bomothiug much more diffioult than 
to put to flight the mob of ooolics 
whioh tho ChineBO call an army boforo they 
can claim to be conw'djred, from a military 
point of viow, tho equals of the Gorman, tho 
English or tho Fronch, It ia one thing to 
boat tho badly armed, bidly drilled, badly 
disciplined, badly offioored, and badly 
fod Chinoae troops, but quite another and a 
different thlog to bo ablo to withstand tho 
well disciplined, well armed and well led 
soldiors of a first olass European power. It 
will bo timo enough to pronounoo with 
certainty on tho military prowess of 
tho Japanese when tbey provo themselves 
to bo something like a match for the trained 
soldiors of a European nation. Almost uny 
cur can put a flock of Bheep to flight, but it 
takes pluck und endurance to tackle an Eng 
liah bull-dog. When tho Japuneso provo 
themselves to be ablo to hold thoir own 
against a Russian army, or a British fleet, 
military critics can indicato tho place they 
desarvo to oocupy among tho fighting 
nations of the world. The campaign in 
Korea has shown that they aro ablo, under 
circumstances exceedingly favorable to 
them, to beat tho Chinese. That ia all.

Overdue Colliers Arrive in San Fran 
Cisco— The " Moutserraf'and "Ke- 
weenaw Not Among 1 Them- 



First of the Sealing Fleet Away— The 
"Scottish Dales" Salvage- 
Front Notes- 



San Francisco, Djc. 2G — The coal laden 
bark Wilna arrived this mornirg, aoventeon 
day« from Nanaimo. Tho Wilna ia tho laat 
but two of tho coal fleot thut wont through 
the storm in which the steamera Montaerrat 
and Kowconaw aro believed to have been 
lost. Tho two vosBola still at soa aro the 
Sea King aud tho J. B. Brown. The 
latter two may be eypeoted to 
pub in an appearance at any timo. 
There la no trsca yot of tho misBiDg 
steamera Montaerrat and Kowconaw, which 
l»ft British Columbia coal porta for San 
Francisco on the mornirg of December 7. 
The Monteerrat'd crow waa ahipped at tho 
ltat moment and tho seamen, coal paBBers 
aod oilers wero pickod up at the Bailors' 
boarding houses and bundled on board with- 
out any record being taken of thoir names. 
The two ateamers had on board fifty-nine 
men, all told. Hopo iB now given up for the 
return of the stoamers. 

FIRST OV THE FLEET. 

Spratt & Gray's schoonor, tho Rosie 
Olsen, will Btart on her 1S95 sealing ex- 
pedition to-night or to morrow morning. 
She la provisioned for a nine months' 
cruise, and according to calculations will bo 
nut nearly if not all that time. After leav- 
ing horo ahe goes dlreot to Pachona, where 
B',0 will ship an Indian crew and then head 
for Yokohama. A short stay will be made 
■it that point and the veaael will then go 
eou'h to meet the seals on their way north. 
After finishing the Japan coast sealing ahe 
will enter Retiring eea, eu routo homo. Cap 
tain Quiulau will command the Oteson on 
her present voyage, the achoouer being 
manned by six white men and carrying 
night cinoea. As will be romemberod the 
Rosie Olsen woa the firat 1 1 the fleot to leave 
last season and tho last to return. Few, if 
any, othera of the British Columbia fleet 
will depart before the new year, but it ia 
understood that several will Ball next week, 

RETURNS FROM THE NORTH.

THE YUKON COUNTRY. 



Interesting Letter From a Victorian 
Who Is Well Acquainted With 
the District- 



With Improved Transportation FaciL 
ities There Is a Great 
Future for Mining. 



To the Editor: — I arrived hero from 
the Yukon Portage on November 20, 
after a vory stormy passage. I noticed 
In your issue of tho 16th an able 
speech by Mr. R. P. R'.thet, In which he 
statos that in whatever direction our pro- 
vince has been made accessible, whether by 
rail, wator or wagon road, development has 
followed. Now, Mr. Editor, if you will 
allow me spaoo 1 Bhall refer to tho queation 
of dovoloping trado with that vast territory 
oontiguoua to and forming a part of this pro- 
vince and known aa the Yukon District. 
Thero have recently been eeveral new dia- 
oovorleB of rich diggings, eapeoiully on 
Miller, Birch and Glacier crocks, where 
coarso gold has been found in large paying 
quantities. 

Icia confidently expected that thero will be 
a large, addition to the population of that 
section during the coming aouBon. Tho 
number of minera known to be woik- 
ing in the Yukon at present ia from flUO to 
1,000, excluaivo of 25 families. I havo been 
on the height of land during tho past aoaaon 
between Like Lindeman, Chilcoot summit, 
White paaa, Windy arm and Skagua bay, 
and have interviewed a large number of 
minera and proapuotora on their way in and 
out, all of whom expect tho Yukon baain to 
be a great field for tho prospector and 
minor. Some do not hesitato to say that, 
Bhould easier access be afforded into that 
country through Northern British Colombia, 
over -10,000 will'come in in tho near future. 
M»ny people will no doubt say that this 
ostimuto ia exceaBive ; but when wo come to 
look at tho vaet extent, and tho facilities 
tho interior will afford when proper roioa 
and appliances aro n full operation, utyo*n 
opinion is that the population will umouut 
to double the above number. 

Now, sir, for a brief description of that 
oxtonaivo territory : We havo ovor forty 
rivers emptying into tho Yukon, and from 
what Information I have accumulated, ex 
tending ovor a long numbor of yoarB, I do 
not hesitato to say that thero aro over 0,000 
miles of steamboat navigation on tho Yukon, 
its tributaries and its lakes, and it appears 
that all these streams, besides a vast num- 
bor of creeks and guloheB — tho latter paying 
very rich — carry gold. Indeed, tho country 
far exceeds Cassiar in rlchnosa during its 
palmiest days aud ia twenty tlmea aa oxten- 
aivo. We havo 05,000 miles of territory 
eaat of the Lewis river which iB known to 
be rich in gold, and has only been traveled 
by a few straggling prospectors. Owing to 
provisions not being shipped Into that 
particular Bection and no minera being locat- 
ed thero ab present, the few minera who 
wero there havo gone down to tho new 
Btrikes on Miller Bnd Birch creekB, the 
supplies for which como in by way of the 
mouth of tho Yukon »nd do not got within 
500 miles of the seotion rsf erred to. 

The upper Hoodalinka ia a largo stream 
emptying into Teslin lake, whoso anuroe is 
in the western slopo of tho CaBBiar district, 
which ii known to bo rioh in gold and has 
over a hundred milea of steamboat naviga- 
tion. Thia lako empties into the lower 
Hoodalinka and thence passes into tho 
Lowls river. The following iB an extraot 
from a lottor to mo by Mr. Charles HowBer 
and party of seven : 

" We prospected on Te»lln lake and 
small streams tributary to it and found gold 
on all of them. We weatup ono large river 
and were twelve daya poling up and four 
days coming down ; but did not reach the 
head of it. Wo, howovor, estimated the 
dlatanco to be 175 milea as far up bb wo 
wont, and found gold all the way." 

Mr. Grey, of Juneau, and Captain Mc- 
Cormack were on the aamo stream and eati- 
mated that thoy could make §10 per day 
and upwarda with rockera. If the required 
road wero constructed and bonding privi- 
leges were Bocured, it would practically 
bring tho navigable hoadwutera of 
the Yukon rivor within six days, 
travel from Victoria, while lineB of 
etoamora would find remunerative employ- 
ment in the carrying trade for a largo por- 
tion of thia district. Thon you would onco 
moro aee tho good old duya of Cariboo utd 
Cissiar, and the miners coming down with 
their roily bullion to rust'cito in Southern 
British Columbia during the winter. 

The present ftcilitiea of uccesa to the in- 
terior by way of Di-Yae, whero all the 
tr»Hio goea at prosont, aro very cxponaivo 
aiid aro attended with absolute hardships. 
I would thereforo givo an emphatic warning 
against a great rush of men into that region 
until a road through Northern British Co- 
lumbia is constructed, aa thero ia a possibil- 
ity of meeting with a similar disaster to that 
which hupponed the Bteamor Arctic, of the 
AlaBka Commercial Company, iu 18S0, 
which was wrecked near tho mouth of tho 
Yukon river with eupplicB for tho minora. 
Whilo tho minora wero patiently waiting for 
tho arrivul of tho supply boat an Italian 
mesaonger camo up with tho Btartling Intel- 
ligence that no aupplieo would roach them 
that season, n hereupon all work stopped 
there and then, and a short consultation 
took pluco among ninoty-eovon minera aa to 
what action to take — Btop and starve, 
or leavo und try to roach tho coast. They 
di elded to tuko tho small steamer 
" Now Racket " and a bargo and made 
their way through tho drift, ico to Mulatto, 
at which plaoo tho steamer wus found to bo 
cut through l.y Ice. They wero then obliged 
to resort to a long portage throuyh sluak 
and biiow to St. Michael's, a barron Island 
lying sixty miloa to tho northward of 
Aphoon, at tho mouth of tho Yukon, 
whoro tho Alaska Commercial Co. haa a 
trading post, at which point those minora 
wero obliged to put in tho wintor. 

It should bo remembered that tho Yukon 
trudo is beginning to aspumo largo propor- 
tions, as thero wil not be lese than 2,000 
tona of gooda ahippod into that country dur- 
ing tho coming season, and in all probabili- 
ty there will bo close on to SI, 000, 000 Ukon 
out noxt seuaon. Tho outlay for tho con- 
struction of a good practicable pack trail, 
which could boused for a aloigh road in tho 
wintor, or a wagon roud at once, would 
only bo a drop in tho bucket onmpired with 
tho largo roturna that would bo made to 
Southern British Columbia in tho shupo of 
trade, and I firmly boliovo that immediate- 
ly on tho construction of suoh highway 
there would bo ton times as many pooplo as 
at proBont going into tho mineE.

There has never been such a universal 
fashion us tho fanny waists aro and none 
that has lasted for two seasons without 
tiring the changeable fancy of woman- 
kind.

occasionally in silk or satin brocade of 
expeusivo quality. In this lattor caso 
they aro handsomely trimmed with 
real laco and fino beading, and they aro 
intended for wearing with plain but 
handsome skirts. Tho nioro ornate tho 
waist the plainer tho skirt. Young la- 
dies now often havo fivo or six of thoso 
fancy waists, which thoy wear with 
only ono skirt, and by the nso of float- 
ing ribbons to match thoy appoar to havo 
a great variety of gowns. 

Some of the waists for vory dressy 
evening requirements aro of tho lightest 
and most diaphanous of fabrics, such as 
colored tulle, silk muslin and Italian 
crape; also crepo lisso. These aro drapod 
in the most lavish way. Somo aro gauf- 
fered all over tho corsage lining. Thoro 
was a very dainty ono of pearl white 
china crape, tho waist part gathered at 
tho neck and waist as full as it would 
hold, the material extending about 
three inches below tho belt, whoro it 
fulled up in a ruffle. Tho bolt was 
plain and fastened on tho right sido 
under a chou of tho crape. On tho waist 
and sleeves was laid tho heavy pattern 
of somo handsome black chantilly, 
from which tho intervening mesh had 
been clipped. Tho collar was a regular 
choker, with a succession of small ro- 
settes of tho crapo and tho largest flow- 
er in tho laco sot botwoon. This worn 
over any plain skirt of suitablo material 
— that is to say, all or partly silkun 
labric — would bo dressy enough for any 
occasion except a grand ball. There was 
another waist which was very novol 
and wholly artistic. Tho entiro waist 
lining was covered with alternate 
puffings of cardinal and black tulle. 
Tho sleeves wero made of black faille. 
The waist was pointed and finished with 
a pointed sash outlined with cardinal 
satin ribbon ending in a fancy bow 
with short ends at tho left side. Then! 
wore small bows of tho Bame perched on 
the shoulders and a draped collar of 
cardinal velvet.

Across tho chest thero was a 
square yoke let in of dark blue silk laid 
in fino accordion plaits and bordered 
with folds of tho palo bluo silk, and 
across tho bust was a fold ending under 
tho fancy bows made of tho silk. Tho 
collar was of tho light bluo, with bows 
sot in tho hack. Tho sloovos woro pufl'od, 
with chatelaine foro parts. It could not 
bo moro artistic. It was worn with a 
skirt of lavonder mixture, with rows of 
tailor stitching holding down throo 
plaits on each side and ono narrow ono 
in front which reached to tho bottom of 



tho skirt, while tho rest only reached 
to tho knoos. 

These aro but a few of many, but 
may sorvo to givo a goneral idea of their 
provalonoo and usefulness. Many aro 
tnado in black china silk and trimmed 
with white laco and insertion and tho 
Inevitable touch of color in the ribbon 
trimming.

I know a long 
timo ago that women can do anything 
in tho business world that they sot their 
heads to, and now I am surer of it than 
over. Tho only point is to sot your 
head firmly to it and never givo up. 
Woman can never bo anybody or any- 
thing till sho is financially perfectly in- 
dependent, just as independent as mon 
aro. For this sho must strivo with all 
hor might. Financial dependence is 
slavery, and slavery of tho most humil- 
iating sort.

000 a year. An American girl has built 
a railroad to somo salt mines sho owns 
in Mexico and is colonizing her lands 
with English families. Wo find hero 
that fruit culturo and poultry roaring 
aro among tho safest and most remu- 
nerative occupations for girls and wom- 
en. Whatever you do, try something that 
is not already overdone.

Fashioned From Natural Branches, It la 
ArtiHtlc, Convenient and Jinny to Make. 

A docided novolty in rustic furnish- 
ings is tho rnstio iiro screen originally 
skotohod and doscribod for Tho House- 
hold. It is formed from natural branch- 
es, two straight and two crotchod ones, 
from which nil tho sninllor branches 
and twigs have boon cut away so as to 
leavo but littlo moro than protruding 
knots. When theso aro woll soasonod, 
rub, brush and robrush, both with n 
soft brush and a stiff ono, to rcniovo 
from evory crovico in tho bark every

looso pnrticlo of moss and dust. Then, 
with liquid gold, gild tho bark all ovor, 
or, if preferred, gild only the baro wood 
whoro it is exposed at tho onds and 
whoro tho limbs aro cut off and givo a 
touch of gold to every craok or protu- 
bcrnnco, or, if a smoother finish is do- 
sired, remove nil of tho bark and 
smoothly gild or enamel tho wholo sur- 
face 

Tho Boreen, suspended from tho upper 
crosspioce, is a fringed silk rug woven 
on a hand loom, as old fashioned car- 
pots woro woven. It falls freely from 
tho top, its own weight kooping it in 
placo, but it might bo tied to tho stand- 
ards—half way down and nt tho upper 
corners — with bows of broad, soft rib- 
bon or with heavy tassel tipped cords, 
or a smaller rug without fringo might 
bo suspended by gilt rings and finished 
at tho bottom with a row of tassels in 
mingled shades. 

Thoso screens aro handsome and aro 
very useful whero thoro aro open fires, 
both in cold and warm weather, as a 
shield from the boat in tho former and 
as a screen for the open emptiness of 
tho grate or fireplace in tho lattor.

Bit oasily and nat- 
urally before tho piano, lot your hands 
fall ovor tho keys and do not play with 
your wrists and shoulders, but with 
your lingers. Hear, if possible, good 
musio and musicians. Attend tho reci- 
tals of tho best artists and study their 
execution and interpretation of tho bost 
masters whenever this is practicable

Capture by tbeTong links of Points In Korea 
—Peace Negotiations— Purchase of 
i he "Esmeralda." 

Yoic 1 1 a M A , UiO. 2d — Although JapaneBO 
rule ia accepted by tho Koreans genorally, 
tho Tonk Huku are still active. They havo 
just cipturcrl Liiju, cipitai of tho province 
of Hiido, expelled tho governor and In- 
Btalled ono of their number in Ilia place. 
Threo towns in Soutnern Korea hove l)!en 
burned by chem. Their numbers aio in- 
creasing, reinforcements from the tiger- 
huntora being secured. 

SHANGHAI, Dao. G.— Tho third Japanese 
army is reportod to have captured Laiohow, 
a neaport town in tho provinco of Shantung, 
on thn south shore of tho gulf of PcchiU. 
An article in the Mercury says: " Ono of 
tho conditions of peace which the Japaneso 
want to enforco is a oIorb alliance with 
China ugainet European ic finance. Japan 
also wishes to undertake the re-organizition 
of the Chinese army and navy, and seeks 
control of the Chinese government upon the 
same lines which aho has attempted in 
Korea " 

London, Dec. 25 —A dispatch to tho 
Times from Lima, Per".. s«ys : The extraor- 
dinary aclion of tho government of 
Ecuador in permitting tho Ecuadorian 
flag to he u-ed in tho trunsfor of the Chilian 
cruiser E^moralda to Japan has excited tho 
greatest indiguation in Ecuudor and th» 
adjioent republioa. Tho only explanation 
effored by President Cordero is that 
Ecuador will gain an advuntago from the 
transaction. 

Washington, Deo. 2G. — No informatinn 
has yet reaohed tho Japanese legatieu in 
relation to tho appointmont of poaco 
commissioners to troat with the Chin- 
ese ambasBadoia recently appointed. The 
suggestion is made that tho Japanese 
government is probably awaiting the 
arrival of the Chinese ambassador. 
Thejapanoso commissioners need not, in 
faot, be appointed until nomo formal propo- 
sition is made by tho Chinese envoys. Oar- 
ing to the fact that communication from 
Peking to Chinese ports is Bomewhat do- 
layed on account of frrzan riverB and canals, 
tho arrival of the Chinese in Japan may be 
delayed for some time. Nothing concerning 
tho report that Chao, ono of tho Chinese 
ambassadors, will be a porsona nor grata to 
tho Japanese on account of his action as 
govornor of Formosa haB been recoived at 
the legation. 

AT ACAPULC0. 

Fonr Vessels From tho Es animal t Station 
Lying at Anchor— What 1b 
Their Object! 

City ok Mexico, Doc. 23.— Tho extended 
etay in tho harbor of Acapulco of tho Eng- 
liah cruiser Royal Arthur and H. M. S. 
Champion, Satellite and Nymphe, ia a 
matter of muoh speculation us to 
the plans of England with its war- 
ahipB in this part of the Pacific. The 
moat generally aojcpHd belief is that 
these cruisers havo somo designs tor tho 
government in connection with the present 
disputo over the boundary between Mexico 
»uu iJuatemala, and which is now under 
dip'omatio negotiations hot ween Senor 
Einilio Da Leon for Guatemala and 
tho president and minister of foreign 
rolationa for Moxico. Should war by 
ary ehauco ccaur between tho two 
powers, it is thought. England would hardly 
do more than protect British inter- 
ests wherever there was dangor of 
(lanugo of ilin property of British cili- 
zsnn, bub tho nncormnunicativo policy 
being followed by tho commandirs of 
tho boato is giving riao to many rumors and 
speculations as to the hand England would 
take in tho allair ehould hostilities ensue. 
Tho eruiaere havo been lying idle at anchor 
in this harbor for a month and thero is no 
indication of an ourly departure. 



RAILWAY IiATEd. 

Praetleal Effect of the Agreement Entered 
Into-Eound Trip Kates to California 
Yet to lie Deelded. 

CHICAGO, Deo 2G —The sub committee of 
the trana-Contlnontal and trans-Missouri 
lines appointod by tho general meeting of 
the railways to consider the adjuatment of 
round trip rates to California were in ses- 
sion all day. Tho work waa of a routine 
character, and was so far completed that tho 
ommitteo will bo able to make a report at 
to-morrow's general meeting, which it ia bo- 
lioved will prove satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. 

The following is the agroomont that has 
been practically agreed to at the generul 
meeting of tho railroad oilioiala and that 
will probably yet be put into effect : Immi- 
grant business coming through the porta of 
Now York and Boston to tho State of Wash- 
ington und to British Columbia, on and west 
of the line of tho Canadian Paoifirj railway, 
from Mianion to Hunlingdon, Seattle, Lake 
Shore & Eastern railway from Huntingdon 
to Seattle, Northern Paoifio from Seattlo to 
Kalaina, via Miaaion Junction, oer cant. 
In consideration of the abovo tho Cinadian 
Pacitio will go out of busineBB south of 
KalBma via Mission Junction. Business 
to Washington east ot tho above boundary, 
Orecon from Albany north, Northern 
Idaho, Montana, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Minnesota, on and north of tho lino 
of tho Chioago & Northwestern railway from 
Red Wing through Dodge Centre to Man- 
kato and tho lino of Chioago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis & Omaha, thence to Alton, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth and tho Supe- 
riors included, tho Canadian Paci6oandSoo 
and Duluth South Shore to bo given up to 
St. Paul or Duluth, 20 per cent. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Finding of Corruption Arrived at In tho 
Case of Several Aldermeu. 

Toronto, Deo 2G —(Special.)— The long 
drawn out proceedings of the civio boodle 
investigation closed this afternoon. City 
Prosecutor NeBbltt'i scathing denunciation 
of Vice-presidont Everett, of the Toronto 
Street Railway Co., created a Beuaation. 
Mr. Nesbitt said in part : " It is 
Everett whom wo find asBociatod 
with the corruption throughout. His 
presence seoms to bo inconsistent with 
honeat dealings. Since he haB been removed 
from active interference hero I havo not 
discovered the same influoncps at work." A 
'inding of corruption ib aBked against Aid. 
Bailoy, Oowanlock, Hewett and Stowort, 
and ugainst ex Aid.
